SAYS DELAY COST LIVES. 


Former Mayor of Indianapolis, 
Ind., Admits That He Sus- 
pected Brothers, 


Indianapolis, Ind, Jan 8% — Detective 
William J. Burns today charged former 
Mayor Charles A. Bookwalter with negli- 
gence in not having prosecuted John J. Me- 
Namara two years ago, on evidence in his 
possession indicating that officials of the In- 


Burns said the 8 mayor dropped the 
investigation and not long afterward was in- 

vited to become a member of a printing 

firm doing much work for national labor 
unions, and in which Samuel Gompers, presi- 

dent of the American Federation, is reported 

to him to have been interested. 

Book walter today denied that Gompers had 
been interested in the printing firm, or that 
be knew him intimetely; He said the 
partners in the firm were Leo M. Rappaport, 
counsel for the International Association o- 
Bridge and Structural Iron Workera and 
Hugo Thorsch, a long time friend of Gom- 
pers. 


Admits He Suspected McNamara. 

Bookwalter admitted ‘that two years ago 
he had told a score of prominent national 
labor leaders that he wae convinced of the 


] guilt of John J. McNamara and the iron 


workers’ union in connection with the four 
explosions on property of Albert Von 
Sorechindiaw in October, 1000. 

“Why didn’t Bookwalter pursue his in- 
vestigation?’ queried Burns, “either as 
mayor or as a private citizen after he re- 
tired from office shortly afterward? If he 
knew, as he says he did, that John J. Mo- 
Namara and the fron workers were dynamit- 
ing property of nonumom contractors, it was 
his duty to prosecute or tell the public what 
he knew. If he had done so, scores of sub- 
sequent explosions might have been pre- 
vented.”’ 

The detective asserted that he could not 
discuss the details of Bookwalter’s alleged 
retations with Gompers or the printing 
establishment, but said all information de- 
veloped in his investigation would be turned 
over to the government prosecutors for any 
Gisposition which they might choose to 
make. 


Thorech Offers to Show Books, 

Hugo Thorsch, partner of Bookwalter, de- 
clared he would give Detective Burns free 
access to the books and records of the com- 
pany. 

I nevér have had business relations with 
Samuel Gompers,“ said Thorsch, “though I 
havegeptained large printing contracts with 
labor unions. I cannot imagine the source 
of allegations that I have been associated 
with Samuel Gompers. I have never even 
been successful in getting a printing con- 
tract from him. Mr. Bookwalter came into 
this firm because he wished to engage In 
the business and he was a desirable partner.“

Roast Beef Left 
BY JANE EDDINGTON. 
T is an interesting fact that the highest 
salaried cooks in the world have been the 
most expert in utilizing cold meats. Per- 
s in their case we ought not to call these 
le ers, but rather prepared meats as nec- 
essary to them in their building of fancy dishes 
as the inevitable stock. The people whom they 
would serve would never eat plain Boiled beef, 
for instance, yet such would be among their 
supplies. Such prepared meats are likely to be 
in better shape*for further use than mere left- 
overs, but In only a few kinds of made dishes 
would this matter, and in all cases the foun- 
dation materials of these great cooks, stropped 
of some of the extravagances in the way of con- 


diments and fiavorings, are such as the plain 


cook can use. 

Two instructors of cookery in the best institu- 
tions in this country have just put out a cook- 
book of leftovers in which there is little that 
is absolutely new, but in which is gathered a 
good deal that has been floating around in a 
general wey in the different oer of many 
cooks. ‘ 

— N 

They at briefly some advice about the in- 
telligent buying of meats from the leftover 
standpoint—saving the trimmings, utilizing the 
suet, etc.—and then give the following advice 
about the intelligent cooking of leftover meats, 
and the intelligent seasoning and care of 
them: 

The greatest care must be taken not to de- 
atroy their digestibility. Never subject them 
to great heat for a long time. Whenever possi- 
ble let a hot sauce do most of the heating of 
rare, tender meat. Long, slow cooking is some- 
times necessary to blend flavors and. soften 
the hardened fibers of some cooked meats, but 
always keep the heat moderate. A double 
bofler is a good utensil for such cooking. 

“As a rule reheated meats need to be more 
highly seasoned than freshly cooked ones, It is 
not wise, however, to crowd too many flavors/ 
inte one Wish, or always use the same season- 
ing for the same dish. The exact amount of 
salt and pepper must be determined by the 
seasoning already in the meat. 

“Eternal viligance is the price of health. 
Do not put warm meat in the ice box. Do 
zot forget it after it goes into the ice box, but 
arrange for its prompt use.” 

There is nothing new here and the advice 
might go much farther. In a thorougMy dry ice 
box or in a cooler a piece of cold meat seems 
nicer and fresher when taken out to use if it 
has been covered with a clean sterile cloth— 
doubled cheesecloth sealded and dried and used 
just as it is used with cheese to keep moisture 
in. Meat will dry somewhat even in the coldest 
place if not so covered. 

— 

Of course, one of the easiest and often one of 
the daintiest ways of utilizing cold roast beef 
is to slice it and serve it cold with attractive 
garnishings. <A rib roast should be pared and 
have the bone taken out before any attempt is 
made to siice it. The meat jellies make the 
most edible and elegant garnish with some 
cress.

Birth registration is the legal right of 
the child. 

In addition complete birth registration is 
an essential for complete vital statistics, 
fundamentally necessary for public health 
work. For a community to try to run 
without vital statistics would be like a 
large business bouse, say one with 2,000,- 
000 customers, trying to run without book- 
keeping and books. 

The most complete birth registration in 
this country is that of New York City. 
Boston probably gets 92 to 90 per cent of 
its births reported; Chicago somewhere 
around 50 per gent. Dr. H. G. Ohls found 
that in Iinois, outside of Cook county, 
the number of births registered was 2.6 
times the number of deaths recorded, 
whereas in Cook county the number was 
only six-tenths as many as the deaths re- 
ported. 

Nowhere in the state are all the births 
reported and there are many counties tn 
I}linols where not all of the deaths are re- 
ported. Therefore neither factor is accu- 
rate. Nevertheless it is certain that in 
Illinois reporting of births is much better 
done outside of Cook county than within 
it. The responsibility for this condition of 
affairs is to be divided between three 
agencies. 

— 

The law of 1908 provides that the coun- 
ty clerk, shall pay a fee of 25 cents for 
each birth reported. This the county clerk 
has never done because his lawyer has 
told him that an appropriation must Grat 
be made by the board of county commis 
sioners. Such appropriation has never been 
made by a board ip Cook county, though 
the other boards of the state are not guilty 
of this refusal to ohey the law.

Does the law require the 
person to be treated if all the evidence goes 
to show the dog le not ma@?

REPLY. 
The dog ghouldé not be killed. He should be taken 
te a veterinarian for observation. If it turns out 
that the dog is not mad, nothing need be done. If 
the dog te dead the body should be taken to a lab- 
oratory for microscopic examination and biologic 
testing—that is, inoculation of 4 guinea pig. It 
these show the dog was not mad and the history of 
the sickness in the dog bears thie out, nothing 
should be done. It the dog was mad, Pasteur 
treatment should be taken at once—the quicker 
the better It ie given by Dr. Lagorio in his inatt- 
tution equipped for the purpose, or it can be given 
by the family physician, or, if the patient cannot 
pay, it la given by the city at the [Iroquois Me- 
mortal hoapital, 28 North Market street. The die- 
ease usually develops within six weeks after the

tures on the history of the Czechs, 
beginning at Boston and inchuding in his 
itinerary Harvard, Yale, Princeton, Pennsyl- 
vania, New York, and Chicago, in which 
latter place he is scheduled to deliver an 
address on Washington's birthday, is the 
recognized historian of the kingdom of Bo- 
hemia and an expert on everything connect- 
ed therewith. 

He has received degrees honoris causa 
from the universities of Oxford and Cam- 
bridge and from all sorts of kindred institu- 
tions on the continent, and e, the cap- 
ital of Bohemia, has Inscribed his name upon 
ite civic rolls es “ ehrenburger " (citizen of 
honor). i

He ts the head of one of the great houses 
of Bohemia, where his ancestors have been 
Settled since they were created counts of 
the Holy Roman empire earty in the seven- 
teenth century, though the founder of the 
family, to whom he traces back his descent 
fm an unbroken male line, was the Seigneur 
or Dominus Johannes of Lutsow, who 
flourished in Mecklenburg in 1287.

SEND MOST BY FREIGHT. 


Buyer One Who Would Gain by 
Reduction in Rates, Chica- 
goan Declares.

Washington, D. C., Jan. &.--(Special.}-—The 
charge that the big Chicago mail order houses 
are behind the movement for establishment 


Dr. Dunn herself took the stand |

William C. Thorne, general manager of Mont- 
gomery Ward & Co., who appeared before the 
senate postofiice committees. 

Mr. Thorne said thatfess than 10 per cent of 
the business of his company would be affected 
by a parcels post. The principal benefit would 
be the means of reaching far distant and 
sparsely settled communities to which freight 
and express transportation is impossible or 
greatly limited. He thought the advantages 
and disadvantages would continue to be di- 
vided between local merchants and the cata- 
logue firma. 


Most Shipments by Express. 

We transport 82 per cent of the value of 
our goods by freight, 10 per cent by express, 
and 8 per cent by mall,“ sald Mr. Thorne. 
The average freight rate is $1.25, the aver- 
age express rate $4a hundred weight. So you 
see that a parceis post rate as low as 8 cents a 
pound would not divert much of this business 
from the express companies except for long 
thauls. Our average weight per shipment ts 
125 pounds freight, six poutids express, and 
eight ounces mall.“ 

Mr. Thorne advocated increasing the parcel 

weight limit, as now it often is necessary to 
divide a mall shipment into many packages of 
i | four pounds each, to cut a woman's coat up 

the back, or cut off both sleeves s0 as to make 
| two parcels each within the present limit.“ 


Saving for the Buyer. 

As the buyer pays all postage, express 
and freight charges a parcels post would 
benefit the customers more than the mail 
order firms, he said. The chief mall ex- 
pense ig postage on catalogues, which last 
year amounted to between $1,500,000 and 
$2,000,000 for the Ward company. The large 
catalogues numbered 2,000,000, said Mr. 
Thorne, and the presses never stop running. 

“Have you ever contributed to the sup 
port of the movement for a parcels post? 
asked Senator Bourne. 

“We have contributed at various times 
$100 to the Postal Progress league,“ replied 
Mr. Thorne. We have been interested in 
the league’s efforts to have letter postage 
reduced, to have third and fourth classes 
combined at same rate and to have second 
class rates increased. The total contridu- 
tion for a long period of years is less than 
$1,000.” .

They will 
surely, with the lapse of time, when the new- 
nese of things has worn off, develop into the 
routine, offensive officialism of the old Eu- 
ropean bureaucracies.

FOOTBALL RULES IN A TANGLE 


Dartmouth Coach Thinks Game 
Needs Intelligent Code. 


SUGGESTS NEW ATTACK. 
Eastern Leader Says Sport Is on a Sound 
Basis in Big Schools. 


BY KEENE GARDINER. 
Simplification of the rules, fewer contra- 


dictory sections, and an intelligent arrange- 
ment of the code are the three essentials 
which the rules committee should adopt at 
its meeting this winter to insure the success 
and life of football, according to Frank W. 
Cavanaugh, head coach of the Dartmouth 
football eleven, who is in town à guest of the 


alumni. 

I never have found fault with an official 
for any interpretation he Has given a certain 
ruling.“ Cavaneugh said. ‘What ls stated en 
one page of the rule book is contradicted on the 
next. The rules do not need revision. They need 
an intelligent person to draft them in such a 


manner that they will be simple enough for the 
average layman to understand and interpret. 


Football Sound in East. 


Football in the east is on a sound footing and 
the only imetitutions which are hollering for 
reforms are those whose teams have not been 
successful since the adoption of the present rules. 
Plays cannot be thrown together in the hap- 
hazard manner which featured the old style. 
Formations now must be strategically worked 
out in order to be successful, and any coach who 
will not take the time to figure out his playa 
from every angle cannot expect to develop a 
winning eleven. 

I never have believed in the forward pass, but 
it is a mighty good play in that it keeps the de- 
fense opened up and allows other plays of 
ground gaining nature to de sprung with the 
desired results. If the forward pase is abolished, 
I am in favor of the substitution of some other 
play «which will keep the defense as scattered as 
it je at the present time. I firmly believe it four 
downs are allowed to make ten yards, the game 
will be closed up more and it will revert back 
more to the old style, the game which so many 
persons want. 


Suggests New Plan of Attack. 


It the present rules remain intact, Iam strong- 
ly in favor of allowing the back field to start be- 
fore the ball is put in play. Thie will Insure better 
gains on end rune and lend more deception to trick 
plays. 

„Although we have strong alumni associations 
in Chicago and Denver. there is little chance of a 
western. game, owing to faculty restriction. We 
have a bad location, and the time necessary to 
make such a trip does not meet with the approval 
of the faculty.“ 

Cavanaugh believes the football material in the 
west compares favorably. with that in the east. 
The Dartmouth mentor coached Cincinnati for one 
year, when that team played Vanderbilt and In- 
diana, and he then had an opportunity to get a line 
on western football material,
